DETAILED ACTION 

The timely submission under 37 CFR 1.129(a) filed on 08/16/07 is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office action because applicant did not select the claims and 
exclude the claims which are only readable on the elected species of figures 1-4 or 
figures 1-5. The applicant elected the species of figures 1-4 with traverse and merely 
argued "that figures 5-8 represent embodiments of features shown Figures 1-4, for 
example an embodiment of a shield depicted in Figures 5-8 can be plainly seen in 
Figure 1 . Method claims 29-33 are directed to a method of light that would also read on 
Figures 1-4. Applicant notes that no claim is directed purely to an embodiment of light 
shield, which is what Figures 5-8 illustrates. In other words, Figures 5-8 illustrate an 
embodiment of a light shield that includes details that are more difficult to appreciate in 
Figure 1 , for example. Therefore, the restriction requirement does not appear to have a 
logical basis." The examiner disagrees. The species of figures 6-7 and the species of 
figure 8 have patentable distinct features from figure 5. For example, the light shield as 
depicted in figure 5 does not teach light blocking areas linearly increase or decrease 
along the shield or the light blocking area in one converge area is greater than another 
converge area as claimed in most of the claims. Furthermore, since the applicant hasn't 
stated on record that the species of figure 5, the species of figures 6-7 and the species 
of figure 8 are patentably distinct from each other, the election stands and is deemed 
proper. 
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Finally, examiner agrees that figure 5 is a first embodiment of the species of 
figures 1-4 and therefore in applicant's response to this office action figures 1-5 should 
be a first species, figures 6-7 a second species and figure 8 a third species. 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete 
reply to the prior Office action, applicant is given a shortened statutory period of ONE 
MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to 
submit a complete reply. This shortened statutory period supersedes the time period 
set in the prior Office action. This time period may be extended pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .136(a). If a notice of appeal and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) were filed 
prior to or with the payment of the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(r), the payment of the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(r) by applicant is construed as a request to dismiss the appeal 
and to continue prosecution under 37 CFR 1.129(a). The appeal stands dismissed.
